This 
committee accomplished many needed tasks to improve the condi- 
tion of both the Hillside and Pease Cemeteries. 


To begin with Milton Higgins Jr. was hired to maintain the 
appearance of both cemeteries, which was done with great results. 
The existing fence at Hillside was painted and through the very 
generous gift of Mrs. Madeline Cobb, a new enclosed fence was 
purchased and erected. Before her death, Mrs. Cobb and her son 
Howard awarded the Town a deed to the cemetery which included 
an additional 32 feet of land. In the spring, a plaque with the in- 
scription ‘Gift of Madeline Cobb, 1982” will be dedicated in her 
memory by the Town.

| have examined the financial records of the Town of Belmont 
for the year ended February 5, 1982. My examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accord- 
ingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as | considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As part of our examination of Federal Revenue Sharing and 
Anti-recession funds transactions, we made a study of compliance 
matters, as prescribed by Section 51:101 of the Revenue Sharing 
regulations, with no exceptions noted. 


In my opinion, the accompanying Balance Sheet and other ex- 
hibits present fairly the financial position of the Town of Belmont 
at February 5, 1982, and the results of its operations for the period 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted principles of 
municipal accounting applied on a consistent basis.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF BELMONT 
February 6, 1981 to February 5, 1982 


An audit of the financial records maintained by the Town 
Officers of the Town of Belmont has been completed for the muni- 
cipal year ended February 5, 1982. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are in- 
corporated in the following comments, exhibits and supporting 
schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations showed that 
net departmental balances credited to general fund surplus amount- 
ed to $14,626.74. (Exhibit D) 


ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance of $25,269.56 was 
reconciled with a statement furnished by Depositors Trust Com- 
pany, Belfast, Maine. 


Taxes receivable of $12,203.51 represented principally the 
uncollected balance of the 1981 commitment. 


Tax liens applied on 1980 taxes amounted to $6,337.47 at 
the year end. Uncollected 1979 tax liens totaled $4,628.75. 


LIABILITIES .... The Town had no recorded general fund liabil- 
ities at the closing date. 


REVENUE SHARING FUNDS.... amounting to $7,376.21 
were available from the State and $5,233.52 applied to reduce the 
tax rate, the balance carried to 1982. The amount of $5,094.21 
was available from the Federal Government, with $2,000.00 ex- 
pended or obligated, leaving a balance of $3,094.21 available for 
future allocation. 


SURPLUS .... The general fund balance of the Town amounted 
to $36,482.84 at the year end, an increase of $12,459.74 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This increase was occasioned prin- 
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cipally by net departmental balances lapsed to surplus (Exhibit D). 


TRUST FUNDS.... Trust fund principals amounted to $6,200.00, 
unchanged from the previous year. These were represented by 

time deposits and investments, which were verified by physical 
examination. Unexpended income amounted to $65.94. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed 
to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the Town 
at February 5, 1982, and the result of its operations for the year 
then ended.
